Town is top 
in region 
for obesity 

Figures ‘a wake-up call that more needs to be done’

HAVERHILL has the highest per¬ 
centage of obese adults across 
West Suffolk. 

The “disappointing” figures 
were revealed as councillors 
worked on how to improve lev¬ 
els of physical activity in St Ed- 
mundsbury and Forest Heath. 

Council documents show that 
across the two areas, the ward 
with the highest level of adult 
obesity is Haverhill North, where 
29.6 per cent of adults are obese. 
The second most obese area is 
Haverhill West, where the figure 
is 29 per cent. This is followed by 
Haverhill South, where 28.6 per 
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cent of adults are obese. In Haver¬ 
hill East, as well as St Olaves and 
Northgate in Bury St Edmunds, 
28.4 per cent of adults are obese. 

Jack Tappin, who runs Haver- 
Sports, which organises events 
such as the Haver 10 10k run and 
the HaverMara marathon said: 
“It’s disappointing and quite sad 
to hear that there are such high 
rates of obesity in West Suffolk. 
While there are all sorts of reasons 
for that, people can take responsi¬ 


bility for their health. 

“We have got lots of great clubs 
in town. We’ve got a cycling club, 
a swimming club - there are all 
these things out there.” 

He said that lack of money 
should not be a barrier to physi¬ 
cal activity, as there are plenty of 
things that residents can do for 
free to get active, from walking 
with friends to using the outdoor 
free gym at Puddlebrook Playing 
Fields. 

Town clerk Colin Poole said 
this should be a wake-up call that 
more needed to be done to help 
Haverhill.

Young people’s 
ideas needed 


YOUNG people in Haverhill 
will be able to have a say on 
the future of the town in a 
new survey. 

Youngsters are being asked 
about what activities and fa¬ 
cilities they would like to see 
in the town. 

People aged 11 to 18, are 
being asked to complete an 
online survey, the results of 
which will be used when lo¬ 
cal authorities are planning 
events. 

Haverhill Town Council 
arts & leisure manager Nick 
Keeble said: “One of the key 
points of this survey is to 
find out how we can com¬ 
municate more effectively 
with young people. 

“The results will feed di¬ 
rectly into the town council’s 
youth strategy and shape the 
delivery of services and re- 
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sources in the town for years 
to come.” 

The survey has been de¬ 
signed by young people in 
the town and is being led by 
Haverhill Town Council with 
support from West Suffolk 
councils and Suffolk County 
Council. 

Haverhill town clerk, Colin 
Poole, said the survey was a 
marvellous opportunity to 
make the town a great place 
for young people to grow up. 

He said: “We are really 
pleased and excited to see it 
up and running and we hope 
we will get lots of responses. 
It is brilliant to be working 
with the borough council as 
a partner. 


“Of course, it is great that 
young people have been 
involved in designing the 
questions. It’s young people 
asking young people what is 
important to them.” 

Mr Poole said the survey 
fitted in well with the Haver¬ 
hill youth strategy and that a 
priority was looking at new 
ways young people could 
access information to find 
out what was going on in the 
town. 

“We’re looking at using 
Facebook and Twitter and 
other platforms,” added Mr 
Poole. 

Those taking part in the 
survey will be entered into 
a draw to win £100 worth of 
vouchers.

POLICE 

'Authorities 
need a 
joined up 
approach' 

POLICE and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore 
said that authorities should 
be working together to tack¬ 
le anti-social behaviour, 
and encouraged residents 
to report problems. 

“We need to know about 
all forms of addiction, 
anti-social behaviour, and 
where there’s an impact on 
neighbours and the com¬ 
munity as a whole,” he said. 

“Whilst people will move 
around from different loca¬ 
tions and different local 
authorities, that doesn’t 
give them a licence to 
make other people’s lives a 
misery.” 

He said that while police 
should be working to com¬ 
bat substance abuse and 
anti-social behaviour, some 
issues, such as noise, were 
the responsibility of the lo¬ 
cal authority and problems 
like mental health issues 
would be better tackled by 
the health service. 

He continued: “What I 
have been saying for years 
is we must try and work 
together with the public 
sector. What we cannot do 
is sit there and do nothing.” 

He said that he did not 
know the details of prob¬ 
lems at HMOs in Haverhill, 
but had worked on resolv¬ 
ing issues at a bail house in 
Ipswich a few years ago. 

In that case, he said, 
authorities had worked to¬ 
gether and had used Com¬ 
munity Resolution Orders 
to solve the problem. 

Mr Passmore, whose 
role is to hold the police to 
account and voice the con¬ 
cerns of residents, urged 
Haverhill people to get in 
touch with his office or 
police if they had any con¬ 
cerns. He said if he received 
more reports of problems 
with HMOs he would be 
happy to raise the issue at 
the public sector leaders 
meeting.

‘More inspections 
needed for HMOs’

A COUNCILLOR has called 
for multi-occupancy 
homes in Haverhill to be 
inspected more regularly. 

Cllr Tony Brown said 
that homes in Haverhill 
are being occupied by mul¬ 
tiple adults who are not 
getting the support they 
need for difficult and cha¬ 
otic lives. 

He said that these 
houses of multiple occu¬ 
pancy (HMOs) were caus¬ 
ing problems for other 
residents, particularly on 
Haverhill’s high-density 
housing estates. 

Cllr Brown made the 
comments to St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s 
cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing, Sara Mildmay-White, 
at a meeting of the coun¬ 
cil’s overview and scrutiny 
committee last Wednes¬ 
day, July 20. 

He continued: “I think 
the strategy is not correct 
at all. Small HMOs with

four people or less are 
not inspected regularly 
enough - once every three 
years. 

“There’s a big through¬ 
put of people in and out. 
How can you know what’s 
going on?” 

He was informed by a 
council officer that houses

with four or fewer occu¬ 
pants that are given a red 
rating do get inspected 
more regularly until they 
are up to the housing au¬ 
thority’s standards. 

Cllr Brown continued: 
“We feel as if we are bang¬ 
ing our heads against a 
brick wall. It’s the same 


names of landlords that 
keep coming up again and 
again. A badly run and ne¬ 
glected HMO can be dev¬ 
astating to neighbours and 
people in the houses. 

“We’ve got anecdotal evi¬ 
dence that other local au¬ 
thorities are housing peo¬ 
ple with drug and alcohol 
problems in our HMOs.” 

Cllr Mildmay-White 
said she was aware of the 
problem from speaking to 
Haverhill police. 

She continued: “I do 
believe that our housing 
team are doing as much as 
they can within the regu¬ 
lations. So much of it is 
around anti-social behav¬ 
iour and policing and it’s 
about working together.” 

She said she was hoping 
to arrange a meeting be¬ 
tween councillors, council 
officers and police to dis¬ 
cuss the issue. 

She pointed out that the 
HMOs themselves are not 
illegal. 


'We had to put 
up with noise' 

NEIGHBOUR 

A HAVERHILL resident who has had 
two HMOs on his street said that one 
of them caused noise and nuisance 
for neighbours. 

The man, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “We have had varied 
experiences really. 

“We had one which was quite good. 
There were a lot of people in the 
house, Asians mostly, and gener¬ 
ally they didn’t cause any problems, 
although I think Environmental 
Health went down there on one or 
two occasions. 

“The other one wasn’t foreigners, 
it was local people, and there were 
drugs involved. 

“We had a lot of trouble. Several 
incidents within two or three weeks 
and there was some trouble getting 
them removed. 

“It was very bad for the whole 
street, and there was a massive 
change when they got rid of them.” 

He said that problems caused by 
the house included noise at night and 
shouting in the street, with lots of 
coming and going. 

He said that his street had large 
houses but these problems would 
affect people living in terraces even 
more directly. 

He added that he had concerns that 
HMOs would impact on the heritage 
of the town, as old Victorian houses 
get divided up inside to accommo¬ 
date a multi-occupancy set-up. 


CHARITY 

Charity has to step in 
with offers of help 


A CHARITY in Haverhill says 
it often has to help people 
who are living in HMOs and 
are not receiving support. 

REACH Community 
Projects tackles poverty 
in Haverhill by running 
schemes including a food 
bank, furniture bank and 
debt support. 

REACH projects director 
Henry Wilson said the char¬ 
ity helps people who arrive 
at the houses with very 
few possessions, and who 
encounter conflict inside 
the houses. 

Mr Wilson said: “It’s a 
constant thing where we 
are just getting people in 
and we hear of difficult sets 
of circumstances, but the 
main issue is just the lack of 
support.” 

The charity’s operations 
manager Ann Merrigan said 
that they see or speak to 
people living in HMOs like 
this on daily basis. 

She said that problems 
ranged from conflict with 
other tenants to mental 
health issues to facilities 
like ovens and hobs being 
left broken and unusable. 

Mr Wilson is working as 
part of a task group set up 
by community partnership 
ONE Haverhill to help com¬ 
bat this problem with the 
aim of reducing anti-social

behaviour. 

He said what he would 
like to do is find premises 
where people with difficult 
circumstances could be 
housed and given the sup¬ 
port they need. 

Mr Wilson said people 
often come to the houses 
from outside Haverhill. 

He said: “Every now and 
again people move on and 
them we get an influx. You 
can tell when you get a new 
property. 

“We have to provide bed¬ 
ding, cutlery, crockery, food 
boxes. They arrive here with 
nothing.”

FAMILIES flocked to Haver¬ 
hill Recreation Ground to 
take part in fun and games 
at the Big Day Out. 

The free event was laid on 
by the town council yester¬ 
day and it is thought more 
than 2,000 people went 
to have fun and to learn 
about the work being done 
to make the town a better 
place for everyone. 

Nick Keeble, Haverhill 
Town Council’s leisure 
manager, said the event 
was a success despite some 
less-than-clement weather 
conditions. 

“It has been surprisingly 
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good,” he said. “The weath¬ 
er in the morning was the 
worst kind of weather, it 
was that misty rain.

I HAVE recently received a copy 
of the A1307, three Campuses 
to Cambridge leaflet. One of the 
options put forward by the Greater 
Cambridge City Deal is to build an 
additional road alongside the present 
A1307. 

However, the suggestion is that 
this road is to be a segregated bus- 
only road. If all motor vehicles were 
allowed to use this proposed road it 
would reduce congestion and greatly 
help many people.

■ Both motorists and buses travelling 
on the A1307 would be able to drive 
straight to the Addenbrooke's site 
without having to join a queue of 
traffic. Followed by crawling the last 
distance taking anything up to half 
an hour. 

■ All traffic would save fuel, thereby 
reducing air pollution. 

■ Buses leaving the Babraham Park 
and Ride on the A1307 would have 
a quicker journey to Addenbrooke's 
and beyond. 

■ There would be reduced 
congestion at the Addenbrooke's 
roundabout for both buses and 
motorists coming from the city. 

Advantages in the evening rush 
hour. 

■ All vehicles leaving Addenbrooke's 
wanting to travel south on the 

A1307 could use this new road 
and not have to exit the site via the 
Addenbrooke's roundabout. 

■ There would be a reduction of 
congestion at the Addenbrooke's 
roundabout for all traffic. This 
congestion always goes back right 
along Hills Road, sometimes as far 
as the railway bridge, it holds up 
everyone including all buses, plus 
Park and Ride buses. 

■ There would be an increase in air 
quality along Hills Road, stationary 
or slow moving traffic uses far more 
fuel. 

Addenbrooke's roundabout 
has been a cause of congestion 
for many years. It gets worse and 
worse, nothing has ever been done 
to change the situation. Now is the 
time to improve things. There must 
be an additional access road to 
this site from the south, a second 
Addenbrooke's road of some sort or 
other is urgently required. This road 
must be for all traffic, before the site 
expands any more. 

Unfortunately, it appears that the 
City Deal group has been highjacked 
by the cyclist lobby. They need to 
remember that the original object 
of the City Deal was to improve the 
local infrastructure for everyone. It is 
our money that they are spending, 
and many of us are motorists!

“People should sit up and take 
notice of Haverhill,” he said. 
“Councillors have been saying 
this for a long time. The borough 
council needs to stop saying how 
bad Haverhill is and start doing 
something about it.” 

Mr Poole said parts of Haver¬ 
hill had ongoing social issues 
and that obesity may be a symp¬ 
tom of these. He said it was good 
that the borough council had 
picked up on the figures and that 
it may help alert them to some of 
the issues being brought up by 
local councillors. 

He said: “We do know we have 
particular wards that have dep¬ 
rivation issues, with education 
provision, health care and lei¬ 
sure facilities. 

“These issues all have some¬ 
thing to do with obesity, so it is 
probably not an enormous sur¬ 


prise. People will start asking 
where their facilities are.” 

Councillors discussed how to 
increase physical activity in St 
Edmundsbury and Forest Heath 
at a joint meeting of the two 
council’s cabinets last Tuesday. 

St Edmundsbury’s cabinet 
member for leisure and culture 
Ioanna Rayner said afterwards 
that the council had developed 
a framework to get West Suffolk 
moving. 

She said the framework helped 
the council assess applications 
for schemes in the local commu¬ 
nity so they could target prob¬ 
lems in certain areas, such as 
adult obesity in Haverhill. 

Cllr Rayner said: “It’s about 
finding things that people enjoy. 
I think sport can be a barrier for 
people because they think they 
have to join a gym or have to go 
for a run, and that might not be 
what they want to do.”

Emily Martin discovers how one local family has unlocked 
a hidden treasure trove of new tastes for the region. 






I F you still need to be convinced that buying 
groceries from local, independent sellers is 
infinitely tastier and better than buying 
them from a supermarket then one family from 
Melbourn might just have created the tipping 
point. 

Cambridge Artisan is a family-run enterprise 
which specialises in selling delicious, unique 
food and drink from across the east of England. 
But the idea for packaging local products into 
hampers originally came from daughter of the 
Burr family, 16-year-old Amelise. 

"Well, I love cooking for a start," says Amelise 
who is a pupil at Melbourn Village College. 
"Whether it's baking cakes and biscuits or 
thinking of a new way to serve sweet potato, 
you name it, I like cooking it. One day I was on 
YouTube watching subscription box reviews - as 
you do! - and the idea just came to me." 

"She just came in one day and said: 'Dad I've 
got an idea for a business'," says Amelise's father 
Robert, who now runs Cambridge Artisan from 
a unit near the family home. "She was only 14 
at the time, so we were a bit gobsmacked, but 
once I'd picked myself up off the floor we had 
a 'planning meeting' - at Amelise's suggestion - 
and it all went from there." 

"She's a very conscientious girl," says mum 
Charlotte. "She likes to think things through 
carefully, so when she came to us 
with her brilliant idea we knew 
we should take her seriously." 

Robert Burr also runs local 
mobile eatery Churros Bar, 
which launched in 2014. 

"We're quite a foodie 
family," says Robert. 

"We love experimenting 
with ingredients and 
ideas and because 
Amelise had seen me 
put Churros Bar together 
it had got her thinking." 

Amelise says: "The idea 
gradually morphed into the 
idea to sell local food, so my 
dad and I started to visit local 
craft fairs and quickly came to 
realise quite how much great locally- 
produced food there really is out there." 

The Burr family have tirelessly tested, 
researched and trawled local food fairs and 
markets. They currently have an impressive 150 
producers on their books, so now Cambridge 
Artisan sells items individually through 
the website as well as hampers of 
assorted items which make lovely 
gifts for foodies. 

"There's just so much delicious 
^ and different stuff being made 
in the area by local producers," 
says Robert. "So many 
people out there are really 
thinking outside the box 
with ingredients and 
making exceptional 
things. 

"And much of the 
wonderful food 
| being made across 
our local counties 
is so hidden that 
nobody even 
knows about it. 
Some of the smaller 
producers can be 
quite hard to find." 

The family home 
is stacked with 
products they've 
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gathered from around the region. Jars of 
chutneys and mayonnaises, fruit vinegars, oils 
and pastes are stacked high. From Auntie Frog's 
Chilli and Lime dressing, Cambridge Chilli 
Sauce Company's Ghost Pepper Hot Sauce 
and Scrubby Oak's Horseradish Vinaigrette 
to Marimba's Milk Hot Chocolate Melt, 
Chazwinkle's Cauliflower and Friends pickle and 
Capsicana's Chilli and Coconut Brazilian Cook 
Sauce, you can tell everything tastes exceptional 
just from the delightful names and sparkling 
combinations. 

How does Amelise find working with her 
mum and dad? "It's a bit strange because it 
doesn't really feel like working when you are 
just at home with your parents," she says. 
"Sometimes it can be frustrating, but it's fun at 
the same time." 

Is there a favourite product that she likes to 
sneak out of the stock room? Amelise laughs. 

"It's very hard to pick a favourite, but it's 
probably Canesmith's salted caramels. They're 
amazing. Or any of the Capsicana cooking 
sauces. 

"When the business started most of my friends 
didn't really understand what I was going on 
about, but eventually they overcame the initial 
shock and now they always ask how Cambridge 
Artisan is going ... or if I'm rich yet!" 
Alongside the individual sales 
and hampers, the family are 
particularly excited to have 
just launched a new 
subscription service 
called the East of 
England Discovery Box, 
taking the best items 
from Norfolk, Suffolk, 
Essex, Hertfordshire, 
Bedfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire and 
delivering them straight 
to your door each 
month. 

"You'll receive a box 
containing a variety of 
different produce including 
things you've probably never 
tried before," says Robert. "People 

are often quite loyal to their brands and 
frightened to spend £3.50 on trying something 
new, so with these subscription boxes you're 
guaranteed to experience new things every 
month - and it might just change the way you 
eat and shop forever. 

"There will be items in the box which you'll 
absolutely love and, if so, you can request that 
they're added to your next delivery." 

"We're really excited about people trying 
these subscription boxes," adds Charlotte. "It's 
a lovely way to try new things with the peace of 
mind that you're buying the absolute best." 

"All our producers are checked thoroughly," 
continues Robert, "And we have the support and 
input of some incredible food bloggers and local 
foodies like Pina, the lady behind the popular 
food blog onetwoculinarystew.com. "Pina tries 
and tests everything with us so, if we're selling it, 
you can bet it's going to be good." 

It seems as though Amelise has had a winning 
idea - and she's not about to stop there either. 
"Cambridge Artisan will always be a big part 
of my life, and I hope to start more businesses 
in the future," she says. "In fact I'm currently 
working on another idea, so watch this space."

STAR TREK BEYOND (12A) 

CAPTAIN James T Kirk (Chris Pine) is 
considering relinquishing the bridge 
because “things have started to feel a 
little... episodic”. 

He keeps his plans secret from the 
rest of the crew including human-Vulcan 
science officer Spock (Zachary Quinto), 
communications officer Uhura (Zoe 
Saldana), navigator Pavel Chekov (Anton 
Yelchin), chief engineer Montgomery Scott 
(Simon Pegg) and helmsman Sulu (John 
Cho). 

During a visit to a Federation starbase 
under the control of Commodore Paris 
(Shohreh Aghdashloo), an alien called 
Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a distress call 
to help recover her ship, which has crash- 
landed on a planet in a distant nebula. Kirk 
and the team respond and subsequently 
come under attack from an otherworldly 
despot called Krall (Idris Elba) and his 
swarming drones. 

While the Enterprise crew forges an 
alliance with feisty alien warrior Jaylah 
(Sofia Boutella), Kirk holds firm to his moral 
compass, defiantly informing Krall that it’s 
“better to die saving lives than to live taking 
them”. 

Star Trek Beyond dodges the curse of 
misfiring odd-numbered films in the series, 
but the flaws are obvious. Pine, Quinto 
and co are solid in roles that lack dramatic 
meat and don’t progress the characters 
over two hours, and a flimsy, contrived plot 
resolves potential conflict with minimum 
blood, sweat and tears. ★★★ 

GHOSTBUSTERS (12A) 

ERIN Gilbert (Kristen Wiig) hopes to 
secure tenure at Columbia University, 
but her academic future is thrown into 
disarray when childhood friend Abby 
Yates (Melissa McCarthy) peddles copies 
of their long forgotten 400-page tome, 
Ghosts From The Past: Both Literally & 
Figuratively. 

The two women are reunited in the lab 
where Erin conducts experiments with 
her madcap protegee, nuclear engineer 
Jillian Holtzmann (Kate McKinnon). A 
haunting at Aldridge Mansion gives the 
trio their first glimpse of the fight ahead, 
and soon after, ballsy subway worker 
Patty Tolan (Leslie Jones) joins the 
team, blessed with an encyclopaedic 
knowledge of Manhattan’s grim history. 

It transpires that a demented misfit 
called Rowan North (Neil Casey) is 
summoning ghosts to create a vortex 
between the living and the dead. Armed 
with proton backpacks, the gang gallantly 
races into the fray, risking ridicule from 
the media and Mayor Bradley (Andy 
Garcia). When disaster looms, Erin 
pleads with Bradley to evacuate the city. 

Ghostbusters affectionately harks 
back to the series’ glory days before 
the creative misstep of the 1989 sequel. 
McCarthy and Wiig rekindle their 
Bridemaids on-screen chemistry, with 
colourful turns from McKinnon and 
Jones, and merciless self-mockery from 
Hemsworth. ★★★

T HINK SUVs and it conjures up 
images of practical, versatile cars 
- some very stylish, some not 
quite so high on quality - but rarely 
do you enter a 0-62 sprint time of 4.9 
seconds into the equation. 

Admittedly there are high-end 
versions out there such as the Range 
Rover Sport and Porsche Cayenne, but 
now Audi has introduced a flagship 
model to its Q7 line-up and it has 
pretty impressive performance stats 
along with some very interesting new 
and innovative technology. 

Beneath the bonnet is an all-new 
4.0-litre V8 twin-turbodiesel engine 
delivering 435ps and 900Nm of grunt, 
giving the SQ7 the highest power to 
weight ratio in class and the highest 
torque to weight ratio in class. 

It is also the first car to feature an 
electrically-powered compressor which 
is designed to speed up response 
times, so giving instant power at low 
revs and eradicating any signs of 
turbo lag. And that, in layman's terms, 
translates into instant power. 

The SQ7 looks stunning from 
any angle and its athletic stance is 
guaranteed to deliver quite a presence 
on the roads. 

Styling cues include 21 -inch alloys, 


Audi Matrix LED headlights, a single 
frame grille, red painted brake callipers 
with the S logo, LED tail lights with 
dynamic sweeping indicators, S styling 
on the bumper, side ventilation grilles, 
side skirt and roof spoiler, a panoramic 
sunroof, privacy glass and lots of 
chrome trim. 

Step inside and the level of on¬ 
board technology simply cannot fail to 
impress. 

The luxury that surrounds you is 
premium in every sense of the word 
and there are creature comforts and 
techno treats galore to be explored. 

The car features Audi's superb 
virtual cockpit set-up that was first seen 
on the TT a couple of years back - this 
allows the driver to personalise the 
information that is displayed. 

In addition there is a head-up 
display, BOSE 3D sound system, a 
8.3-inch high resolution touchscreen, 
multi-media interface with sat nav, 

DAB digital radio and smartphone 
connectivity, ambient lighting and a list 
that seemingly never ends. 

The SQ7 is an exceptionally 
spacious seven seater with a third row 
of seats that fold down flush to the 
boot floor. 

When full to capacity the boot still 


caters for 235 litres. With the rear 
seats dropped that capacity increases 
to 705 litres and with the 35:30:35 
split-folding rear seats flat a whopping 
1,890 litres of storage is available. 

The car is priced at £70,970, but in 
true Audi tradition a raft of optional 
extras bumped up the car I sampled 
to £95,160. That said; many of the 
options were upgrades to systems 
that would be fine as standard, so 
the increase can be monitored to suit 
demand and budgets accordingly. 

The first thing that has to be 
mentioned when you take your seat 
(heated and leather of course) behind 
the three-spoke flat-bottomed leather 
multi-function sport steering wheel is 
just how comfortable the car is. 

The all-round visibility from the 
high seating position is superb as is the 
attention to details with all controls, 
dials and instrumentation perfectly 
positioned for ease of use. 

Push the start button and the car 
rumbles into life, add slight pressure to 
the throttle and that rumble becomes 
more of a roar and is a not-so-subtle 
insight into what's in store. 

The eight-speed automatic 
transmission is beautifully responsive 
and you can take a little more control 


via the paddle shifts if the mood takes 
you. 

The acceleration is blisteringly fast 
for such a colossus of a vehicle and 
yet it handles with outstanding agility 
- even when pushed hard into bends. 
Another notable factor is how well 
insulated and silent the cabin remains 
with very little wind, road or engine 
noise. 

Motorway cruising is effortless as the 
car seems to glide along eating up the 
miles, and then busy towns with lots of 
congestion pose few problems thanks 
to that great visibility and a whole 
range of parking aids. 

We even took the car on an off-road 
course and it weaved its way through 
slippery fields and climbed muddy 
banks with absolute ease. Well it does 
boast quattro all-wheel drive after all, 
and the off-road setting adds further to 
its capabilities. Other settings such as 
Dynamic can be activated when you 
really want to crank up the responses 
and sharpen the handling. 

The top speed has been 
electronically limited to 155mph and 
according to official figures the SQ7 
can deliver combined fuel economy 
of 37.2mpg with carbon emissions of 
199g/km (on 21-inch tyres).
